20 and 21 , the prior art either alone or in 
combination fail to disclose, teach, or suggest an apparatus for driving an occupant- 
protecting airbag device, the apparatus comprising: a comparator placed to directly 
receive at least one of the analog signals, the comparator configured to make making a 
comparison between the at least one of the analog signal and a reference signal given 
to the comparator to produce a digital signal corresponding to the at least one of the 
analog signals signal is produced; and a digital-signal input port configured to receive 
the digital signal produced by the comparator. These structures in combination with 
other structures as recited in claims 6, 20 and 21 define over prior art of record.
